U.S. Orthodox oppose 
change in Law of Return

NEW YORK - Leaders of U.S. 
modern Orthodoxy are urging the 
National Religious Party and other 
religious parties not to push for a 
change in the Law of Return and 
other measures that would radically 
alter the religious-secular status quo 
in Israel. 

Rabbi Louis Bernstein, the lead- 
ing figure in the American Mizrachi 
movement told The Jerusalem Post 
“We sent a telex to the NRP urging 
them not to take the lead on the 
“Who-is-a-Jew’ issue in the coalition 
negotiations. Regretfully, (MK 
Avner) Shaki ignored our advice 


and pushed i it in his discussions with’ 


Shamir.” 

Bernstein said he did not believe 
it was worth incurring the immense 
harm to relations between Israel and 
American Jewry which would result 
from changing the Law of Return, 

“especially since the numbers (of 
Reform and Conservative converts 
who settle in Israel) are nil. It makes 
no sense to push this. I regret that 
the entire religious question has be- 
come an issue in Israeli politics."

Mubarak: Egypt will work 
with any Israel government 


ALEXANDRIA (Reuter) -- Egyp- 
Gian President Hosni Mubarak, in 
his first comment on the Israel elec- 
tion results, said yesterday he would 
cooperate with any Israel 
government. 

“It is up to the Israeli people to 
elect whatever government they 
want. I will work with any govern- 
ment,” he told a group of university 
graduates.

Rabin backs Labour 
role in government

Defence Minister Yitzhak Ra-

More effective, in Schach’s view, 
would be the proposed “Rabbinical 
Courts Law.” which would give the 
rabbinical courts the power to rule 
on the validity of Jewish marriages, 


divorces and conversions carried out . 


abroad. 

But even that is problematic. 
Shulzinger continued, because the 
rabbinical courts affiliated to the 
Chief Rabbinate, he said, had been 


known to carry out quick conver- 
sions, which were far from accept- 
able in other rabbinical circles, such 
as those of Rabbi Schach. What 
Sbulzinger was ‘mplying was thal 
the conversions to Judaism carried 
out under the aegis of the Chief 
Rabbinate are not much more ac- 
ceptable than those performed by 
non-Orthedox rabbis.

At 4 a.m. on the night of the 
elections all the new Shas MKs and 
Interior Ministry Director General 
Arye Deri visited Schach at his 
home, to obtain his blessing, Jacob- 
son said. 


Carlucci says good-bye 
reaffirming U.S. stand on 
arms sales to Arab states

+ Defence Minister Rabin is to brief 
the cabinet at its regular meeting 
today on the state of strategic coop- 
eration between the U.S. and Israel. 
The briefing was scheduled some 
time ago, and is not directly related 
to the official three-day visit by U.S. 
Secretary of Defence Frank Car- 
lucci, which ended on Friday. 

Carlucci wound up his visit, which 
focused on bilateral military cooper- 
ation and regional issues, with meet- 
ings with Prime Minister Shamir and 
Foreign Minister Peres. 

Ata brief press conference held at 
Ben-Gurion Airport before his de- 
parture, Carlucci reiterated his posi- 
tion that the U.S. must continue to 
sell arms to moderate Arab regimes 


in order to promote peace in the 
Middle East. 

“It's important for peace that the 
U.S. maintain its relations with 
moderate Arab countries," he said. 
Part of these relations must involve 
security issues, which means arms 
sales, he added. 


The U.S. places restrictions on 
the use of arms it sells, the secretary 
continued, and its deals would not 
upset the balance of power in the 
region. 

Carlucci said that U.S. support 
for Israel, and military cooperation 
between the two countries, offered a 
“clear sign ‘to Israel's adversaries 
that there is no military option.” 

“Peace must be achieved through 
negotiations,” he said. 


Writers, academics seek 
Labour’s ‘spiritual reform’

Calis for the Labour Party to go 
into the opposition and return to its 
original values were voiced yester- 

day at a symposium of professors 

and writers who gathered in a 
crowded Jerusalem Theatre hall to 
discuss the election results 

“The Labour Party ought to sell 
the economic assets it controls and 
invest the money in educatiembased 
on the values of the Labour move- 
ment,” said Prof. Shlomo Avineri, 
who blamed the Labour Party for 
being too involved in power politicts 
and too little concerned with spiritu- 
al questions. 

“Now is the time of spiritual rath- 
er than political parties,” agreed 
writer Naomi Frenkel, who claimed 
the 1988 elections, which she called 
“the most interesting ever,” re- 
volved around spiritual rather than 
political dilemmas, and predicted 
that parties would have to reform in 
a spiritual direction. 

While Frenkel talked about fu- 
ture “adjustment of the religious 
bloc to reality.” sociologist Prof. 
Rivka Bar-Yosef expressed her 
doubts that right-wing tendencies in 


the Israeli public would continue to 
increase, as both the large parties 
today are more centre-oriented than 
they ever were. Relating to the rise 
in ultra-Orthodox power, Bar-Yosef 
said that apart from the rise of Shas, 
which in her opinion was based on 
ethnic considerations, there were no 
surprises. 

Calling on the audience, which 
consisted mainly of elderly “Ashke- 
nazi and non-religious people, not 
to forget the “correct proportions” 
when criticizing the Orthodox, 
Avineri warmed secularists against 
joking at the expense of the Ortho- 
dox in a way they would never dare 
joke about Arabs. for instance. 


More pessimistic than the other 
participants in the symposium, 
which was chaired by journalist Na- 
hum Barmea, was former District 
Court president Binyamin Cohen, 
who called the 1988 elections “a 
stage in an ongoing disaster.” 

“Israeli Jews have remained as 


isolationist as they were in the Dias- |* 


pora,” said Cohen, who saw the reli- 
gious bloc's victory in the elections 
as a victory of isolationist attitudes. 


Negev driver’s murder criminal, 
not nationalistic, police believe

TEL AVIV - Police said yesterday 
that the murder of Boaz Gil, whose 
body was discovered on a Negev 
road on Thursday, was motivated by 
criminal, not nationalist reasons . 
even though his truck was later 
found near the Gaza Strip. 

Gil. 34, left Eilat at about mid- 
night Wednesday with 240 laundry 
dryers for delivery in Ashdod. His 
body was found on Thursday morn- 
ing at the Lahav junction. 

Later that day bis truck was found 
near the border at Gaza. Most of the 
dryers had been removed, but police 
later retrieved many of them. Some 
of the dryers were sold that very day 


to residents of Beit Lahiya and some 
were found still in their cartons, po- 
lice reported. 

Eight people were arrested in 
Gaza and more were arrested in the 
Negev. 


According to an Itim report, Gil 
was probably hit with his own re- 
volver, but it was not clear how his 
assailants got hold of it. Company 
regulations prohibit drivers from 
picking up hitchhikers when hauling 
goods on which customs have not 
been paid. 


Gil's funeral is scheduled for 2:30 
this afternoon at Tsofit. He is sur- 
vived by a wife and two children. 


UN condemnation of Israel 
gets less support than expected

NEW YORK -- The UN General 
Assembly voted 130 to 2, with 16 
abstentions late Thursday night to 
condemn Israel for its suppression 
of the Palestinian uprising in the 

occupied territories. 

The resolution condemned Israel 
for “killing and wounding defenice- 
less Palestinians,” called on her to 
respect the Fourth Geneva Conven- 
tion in its treatment of Palestinians, 
and deplored Israel's disregard of 
earlier Security Council resolutions 
on the situation in the territories. 

Only the U.S. and Israel opposed 
the resolution. But Israeli sources 
expressed satisfaction at the rela- 
tively large number of countries 
which abstained on the vote. Many 
of the countries abstaining ~ such as 
Britain and Canada ~ expiained that 
they were doing so because they felt 
the resolution was unbalanced, and 
did not condemn Arab acts of vio- 
lence, such as last week's fatal fire- 
bombing of a civilian Israeli bus in 
Jericho. 

The U.S. representative Herbert 
Okun said the U.S. opposed the res- 
olution because its “harsh rhetoric” 
could only “inflame an already em- 


bittered situation, making it more 
difficult to proceed towards a nego- 
tiated settlement.” 

On Friday, the General Assem- 
bly’s Second Committee, which 
deals primarily with budgetary mat- 
ters, voted in favour of the principle 
of allocating funds for assistance to 
Palestinians under occupation. 
However, in sharp contrast to past 
years, when only the U.S. and Israel 
voted against the resolution, the 
vote Friday was 90 in favour, 14 
against and 14 abstentions. Among 
the countries opposing the resolu- 
tion were Britain, France, Portugal, 
West Germany, Iceland, Denmark, 
Holland, Canada, Belgium. the 
U.S. and Australia. Among those 
abstaining were Italy. Ireland, 
Greece, and Austria. 

U.N. sources said that the reason 
for the growth in the number of 
negative votes was the “highly polit- 
icized™ nature of the resolution, 
which, in contrast to more muted 
declarations in past years, called for 
UN funds for the Palestinians to be 
routed through the PLO. it also 
called for UN organizations working 
in the West Bank and Gaza Strip 
“not to cooperate with the occupy- 
ing forces in anyway whatsoever.”

Women prefer political to 
military action as best defence

RAMAT GAN - Women are more likely than men to see negotiations, 
rather than a strong army. as the best way of deterring an Arab attack. 
Similarly, women are more likely than men to prefer political, rather than 
military, action against terrorism. They are also more likely to say “no” to 
the question “Can you envision any situation in which Israel would be 
justifed in using nuclear weapons?” ᾿ 

Professor Galia Golan οἵ Jerusalem’s Hebrew University presented these 
preliminary findings last week at a symposium oa “Women and War” held 
at Bar-Ilan University under the auspices of the Israel Sociological 
Association. 

Golan said, however, that religious women were found to be more “hawk- 
ish” than religious men, but findings in this area are still ambiguous and 
more research is needed. 

Among the non-religious, women with higher education who are married 
and have children are more “dovish™ than men with similar education and 
family circumstances. 

She quoted an American study of women in leadership positions which 
showed that women's positions became more like those of men as they 
climbed to the top. She said she does not know if this is because a certain 
type of woman reaches the top, or because women adopt male values on the 
way up. 

Professor Naomi Hazan who collaborated with Golan, talked about the 
role of women in protest movements since the beginning of the Palestinian 
uprising. She doubted that women active in “co-ed™ protest movements 
were really the decision-makers, and she wondered if those in specifically 
female protest groups have a long-term strategy beyond the immediate 
demonstration or other activity. 

Hazan also mentioned the election results as a possible spur for more 
women to become active in extra-parliamentary protest movements, since 
other types of political activism were not available to them. She aroused 
some anger in the audience when she described the average woman protest- 
er as an Ashkenazi (most likely of English-language origin) upper middle- 
class, well-educated woman. Some of these women were active in several 
groups and ran from one meeting to another, she said, but the multiplicity of 
groups allowed women who would not be at home in one group to find their 
niche in another. ὃ 

Dr. Ruth Katz of Haifa University did ἃ study on Druse war widows and 
found them to be much more depressed than Jewish widows, divorcees or 
married women. At the other extreme, married Druse women were the least 
depressed. She blamed this on the traditional expectations that the Druse 
widow devote herself to her home and family, and not attend ccommunity 
and family celebrations. 

“Only one Druse widow took advantage of her right to get a car tax-free 
and she told me that after she did she was ostracized in her village and not 
allowed to participate in religious observances. Others said that if women 
neighbours didn't come to visit them, they could go for days without seeing 
anyone but their children.”

In a statement carried by the offi- 
cial news agency APS. the presiden- 
cy said the new government would 
be responsible to parliament in ac- 
cordance with constitutional 
changes endorsed by 92 per cent of 
voters in a referendum on Thursday. 


Merbah, 57, who has held senior 
posts in the Defence Ministry and is 
considered a technocrat, replaces 
Prime Minister Abdelhamiid Bra- 
himi who was answerable to the rul- 
ing National Liberation Front 
(FLN) Party. 220 

At least 159 people died in riots

MOSCOW (Reuter) — Ethnic riots in 
the Azerbaijani city of Sumgait were 
a planned genocide against Arme- 
nians, according to an account in the 
Armenian Communist Party news- 
paper which described how victims 
were raped, killed and set on fire. 

The Kommunist newspaper, 
which reached Moscow yesterday, 
said Azerbaijani gangs shouted 
“Death to Armenians’ and **Mos- 
lems — show us Armenians, we will 
kill them" during three days of riot- 
ing in February. 

It quoted witnesses who described 
how Armenian women were raped 
by groups of Azerbaijanis, while oth- 
er Armenians were attacked with 
axes or burnt alive. 

“The truth is clear to 311." it said, 
quoting from the court testimony of 
8 young Armenian woman whose 
family was virtually wiped out in the 
massacre. ‘‘The events in Sumgait 
were all prepared and executed ii 
advance. It was reat genocide.** 

More than 100 people have been 
charged with involvement in the ri- 
ots, in which 32 people were killed 
and 400 were injured, according to 
official figures. 

The violence flared over demancs 
by the predominantly Armenia: 
population of the region of Nagorav- 
Karabakh for it to be transferred 
from Azerbaijan to Armenia, 

The article, based largely on evi- 
dence at the trial in the Supreme 
Court in Moscow of three young 
Azerbaijanis accused of organizing 
the riots, was first printed by a locai 
Armenian-language newspaper in 
the capital, Yerevan. 

By reprinting the story on a full 
page of the Russian-language Aom- 
munist, widely read outside Arme- 
nia, the republic’s Communist Party 
has apparently signalled that this 
version of the riots should reach 2 
wider audience. 

The article's prominence contrast- 
ed with low-key coverage of the trial 
by virtually all of the central Soviet 


The account said the riots were 
started deliberately by people who 
invented and spread rumours that 2 
railway truck full of corpses of Azer- 
baijanis massacred by Armenians 
had arrived in the Azerbaijani capi- 
tal, Baku. 

Witnesses at the trial described in 
horrific terms how Armenian men, 
women and children were set upon 
by gangs of Azerbaijanis. 

One young girl was thrown into a 
wooden crate, then a youth poured a 
kettle of petrol over her and set her 
alight, the newspaper said.

THE runiblings in the Labour Party have 
begun. Dismayed by electoral failure, leading 
party members, cutting across factional differ- 
ences, are letting it be known they believe Mr. 


Peres must pay the price. 


The criticism, if not muted, is still wrapped 
in generalities. The need for a “thorough 
house cleaning” or “ reevaluation” of the 
party's direction, and not Mr. Peres’ name is 
what is cited. There is also some reluctance to 
make a push against Mr. Peres before it is 
absolutely certain that the Likud will indeed 
succeed in establishing a coalition. 

In the meantime, these critics stand on alert 
to shoot down any temptation to engineer a 
new Likud-Alignment coalition to “save” the 
country.

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ONE OF THE baffling phenomena 
in Israeli politics is the decomposi- 
tion of the movement representing 
religious Zionism. This has been 
happening despite the fact that de- 
velopments'in Jewish life have cor- 
roborated the political premises un- 
derlying religious Zionism, 
confirming its basic world view 
while refuting that of its opponents. 

The proposition that a secular 
Jewish nation could co-exist harmo- 
niously within an enlightened man- 
kind has been compromised. The 
Holocaust also demonstrated the 
short-sightedness of those religious 
mentors who derided the idea of the 
creation of a Jewish state before the 
coming of the Messiah. The cata- 
strophic fate of the traditionalist 
Jewish strongholds in Europe and. 
on the other hand, the unprecedent- 
ed upswing in the state of the Tora 
world in the “heretic Zionist™ state, 
belied the theories of all the anti- 
Zionist groups in religious Jewry. 

Since there is no ideological rea- 
son why the National Religious Par- 
ty, which represented religious Zi- 
onism, should be losing support. we 
must examine the gap between the 
fundamentals of religious Zionism 
and the NRP’s policies, to see 
whether religious voters in Israel 
consider those policies to be consis- 
tent with the ideals of religious 
Zionism. 

The ideals of religious Zionism. 
which antedated Herzl by half-a- 
century, constituted a holy rebellion 
against rabbinical authorities who 
blinded themselves to the historical 
processes that were transforming 
Jewish existence. The founders of 
the Mizrachi saw in the emergence 
of political Zionism, and in the re- 
turn of estranged secular Jews to the 
national fold, a divine instrument to 
counter the devastating trends of the 
denationalization of Judaism among 
both secular and observant Jews. 

What gave rise to religious Zion- 
‘ism was the recognition that the con- 
tinuation of traditional Judaism's re- 
sponse to the situation of the pre- 
Emancipation galur could well be 
fatal in the new historical situation. 
It was an expression of a Tora view 
that set religious Zionism in opposi- 
tion to anti-Zionist orthodoxy. 

This collision with the opposition 
to Jewish nationalism on the part of 
Orthodoxy was the primary issue of 
religious Zionism, which heid that 
the restoration of Jewish sovereign- 
ty was a commandment of the Tora. 
If the retention of the status quo of 
the galut was held as a sacred princi- 
ple, then religious Zionism was a 
heresy; but if Judaism commanded 
that Jews facilitate their own re- 
demption, then the passivity 
preached by the rabbinical authori- 
ties was a distortion of that Judaism. 

The concept of personal activism 
is basic to Judaism, which never 
sought to justify man’s failure to act 
by the argument that God had other 
means to bring about desired re- 
sults. Yet, generations of Jews, for 
ail their hope of seeing the restora- 
tion of Jewish sovereignty. consid-

As the Talmud states: “The Tora's 
commandments are meant to per- 
petuate life, not to extinguish it.” 


FOR OVER 16 centuries. from the 
disastrous Bar-Kochba revolt until 
the modem age, it was believed that 
any Jewish activism in support of the 
restoration of Jewish sovereignty 
could only lead to additional physi- 
cal and spiritual catastrophes, and to 
the emergence of false messianism. 
Only by transferring the goal of re- 
demption to the sphere of the super- 
natural could the vision of redemp- 
tion be sustained. 


Until the end of the 18th century, 
Jewish life in the galut remained es- 
sentially unchanged. Jews were con- 
sidered aliens and, as such, were 
persecuted, exiled or tolerated. But 
either way, they were strangers as 
long as they remained Jews. They 
could only become insiders by for- 
saking Judaism. 

As the millenium-long system of 
feudal parochialism was replaced by 
the centralizing power of the nation- 
state at the end of the 18th century. 
the structure of Jewish separatism 
began to crumble. Beginning in Na- 
poleonic France, Jews were offered 
an opportunity to choose in accor- 
dance with the principle: “To Jews 
as individuals everything; to Jews as 
a nation, nothing.” The only thing 
that was demanded of Jews who 
wanted to become part of the new 
nation was to renounce the “super- 
stition” that their Jewishness made 
them part of a separate Jewish na- 
tional entity. 

Among the “Assembly of Jewish 
Notables” convoked by Napoleon, 
were religious authorities who did 
not hesitate to proclaim that “Jews 
have ceased to be a nation and re- 
tain their distinction only through 
their religion.” The following de- 
cades saw the emergence of a com- 
prehensive ideology promoting the 
denationalization of Judaism. Reli- 
gious authorities, under the banner 
of Orthodoxy, were among the ar- 
chitects of a world view which gave 
birth to the concept of Jews as a 


Cultusgemeinde which rejected any 
common bonds with non-religious 
Jews. : Y 

Unhindered by biblical and tal- 
mudic statements, these rabbinic 
authorities reinterpreted the galur as 
the ultimate achievement of Juda- 
ism. In Germany. both the ultra- 
Orthodox and the Reform believed 
that Western culture constituted the 
ideal setting for the mission of Juda- 
ism. The Orthodox assimilationists 
promoted the denationalization of 
Judaism on the basis of the conten- 
tion that the eternal validity of the 
Tora had led to the transformation 
of Jewish communities into meta- 
historical entitites, which should be 
integrated irito the cultures of their 
respective countries. 

The confrontation between reli- 
gious Zionism and anti-Zionist Or- 
thodoxy was not confined merely to 
the question of Jewish statehood. 
Conflicting concepts of nationalism, 
the unity of the Jewish people (in- 
cluding secular Jews), and the need 
to apply the Halacha to the solution 
of contemporary problems were all 

of that confrontation. 

Religious Zionism played a cru- 
cial role in refuting ‘the attacks on 
Zionism by the ant-Zionist reli- 
gious authorities during the period 
of the struggle fot Jewish statehood. 
Paradoxically, this previously unam- 
biguous differentiation between the 
two approaches began to change af- 
ter the creation of the State of 
Israel. 


THE ESTABLISHMENT of the 
State of Israel has not terminated or 
mitigated the historic dispute be- 
tween religious Zionism and reli- 
gious anti-Zionism, but has, rather, 
intensified it. 

The religious anti-Zionists claim 
that: despite the successes of the 
Zionists in establishing the state. 
Jewish activism to terminate the ga- 
Jus was a heretical deviation; that 
the Jewish entity (the Yishuv) in the 
State of Israel should not be accord- 
ed a position of centrality in Jewish 
life; and that the very concept of 
Jewish nationalism, embracing the 
idea of unity with non-religious 
Jews, is alien to the Tora. ~ 

The National Religious Party's 
misguided approach to. the anti-Zi- 
onist activities that are rampant in - 
religious circles, and its eagerness to 
join in the confrontations between 
the haredim and the secular, has 


served to obscure the unique mes- 
sage of religious Zionism. The de- 
clining role played by the Halatha in 
Israeli life is a serious problem for 


the future of the country. But thar : 


detachment of Jews ate Tora 
has its counterpart in the disenga; 
ment of the Tora world from factag 
up to the real-life problems of Jews. 
Centuries of exclusion of Jews 
from many areas of socio-econoniic 
and political activity throughout the 
galut,.led to a stagnation in the do- 
main of the Halacha. The achieve- 
ment of statehood was not the end, 
but rather the beginning of the revo-

lution inaugurated by religious Zi- .. 


onism. In the restored Jewish state, 
Judaism was destined to regain its 
meaningfulness in the daily life of 
the people and to their eternal 
goals, 

The decline in the social atmo- 
sphere of the young state of Israel 
should have been of primary con- 
cern to the NRP; the relationships 
between a burgeoning stratum of 
new successful “haves,” and the 
destitute: the upsurge of a culture of 
the idolization of materialist well- 
being; and the erosion of the sense 
of respect for “impractical visions” 
should ali have been a matter of 
equally deep concern. The conspic- 
uous silence of the NRP in regard to 
all these social phenomena, and its 
determination not to lag behind the 
ultra~Orthodox in every conflict 
with the secular, has blinded it to 
the vital social issues of present-day 
Israel and threatens to erase the dis- 
tinctiveness of religious Zionism, 

One wonders whether the poor 
and the weak in Israel know that the 
Tora was primarily a manifesta of 
social justice; that Judaism was not 
meant to be confined to questions of 
kashrut and Shabbat observance, as 
important as those precepts are; and 
that the championing of social jus- 
tice, ensuring safety on the roads, 
and providing an effective health- 
care system are also supreme com- 
mandments of the Tora? The NRP's

THE WAR OF INDEPENDENCE 


To the Editor of The Jerusalem Post 

Sir, -- In his review of October 21 
of Documents on the Foreign Policy 
of Israel, Vol. 6, for the year 1950, 
Benny Morris reverts, without obvi- 
ous reason, to some of the concepts 
~ or misconcepts — conceming the 
war of 1948 he has persistently been 
propagating in your paper. He 
writes: “The Arab Legion, except 
for a minor skirmish at Notre Dame 
in Jerusalem, consistently avoided 
attack on the Jewish State's territo- 
Ty, etc.” 

There are three errors in this 
statement. The battle for Notre 
Dame, in terms of the War of 1948, 
was anything but a minor skirmish. 
Glubb Pasha, the Arab Legion 
Commander, writes of the casualties 
suffered by the 3rd Regiment (one 
of only four operational regiments 
at his disposal at the time) that it was 
left after the battle of Notre Dame 
with only 500 men, just over half its 
initial effective strength (A soldier 
with the Arabs. p. 126); one compa- 
ny had lost all of its officers and 
most of its NCOs in just one day of 
fighting, May 24. 

Secondly, Notre Dame was not 
the only battle, by any means. There 
was the battle for the Jewish Quar- 
ter in the Oid City, the battle for 
Sheikh Jarrah, in addition to a long 
series of skirmishes on Mount Sco- 
pus, Neveh Ya’acov, the Radar Hill 
and elsewhere. And there was the 
indiscriminate shelling of Jewish Je- 
rusalem, with hundreds of people 
killed, and many more wounded. 

Finally, Notre Dame was not al- 
lotted to the Jewish State under the 
Partition Resolution; like the rest of 
Jerusalem, it should have been with- 
in the corpus separatum, interna- 
tionalized Jerusalem.

Mr. Lorch is quibbling. In He- 
brew, the word ἄγαν serves for both 


a skirmish and a battle. There is no 
clear line of distinction between the 
two, though usually casualties serve 
as a criterion. 

According to Yitzhak ("Levitza™) 
Levy, the best historian of the 1948 
battle for Jerusalem (who served as 
the head of Hagana intelligence in 
the city), in Tish'a Kabin, pp.250-1, 
Hagana casualties at Notre Dame 
on May 23 were one dead and six 
wounded, and on May 24, six 
wounded. 


The Arab Legion's casualties dur- 
ing the two days are unclear. In his 
memoirs, Glubb tended to exagger- 
ate losses, obviously with an eye to 
proving to the Arabs how seriously 
he had tried to assail Jewish West 
Jerusalem; how seriously his forces 
had been mauled; and why he did 
not try again to engage the Jews. 
Levy says that on May 23, the Le- 
gion’s casulaties were four dead and 
“several wounded”: on May 24, 
nine dead and 15 wounded. 


I don’t know why Mr. Lorch calls 
the repeated fight for Radar Hill a 
skirmish; there, the Pafmah on 
April 22/23 suffered 15 dead, and on 
May 25/26, 19 dead and 12 wounded 
and, on May 26/27, three dead and 
five wounded. 


All of this doesn't begin to 
scratch one of the main points that | 
made in the article with which Mr. 
Lorch obliquely tried to take issue: 
_That the Yishuv and Amir Abdullah 
had had a tacit agreement before 
and during the 1948 war to avoid 
direct conflict; that Abdullah only 
joined the pan-Arab invasion on 
May 15 to the extent of occupying 
large parts of the areas of eastern 
Palestine, earmarked for Palestinian 
Arab statehood, and avoided attack 
on the Jewish state's terrority and, 
also, almost everywhere (except 
Notre Dame, the Mandeibaum 
Gate and Gush Etzion) avoided 
clashing with the Hagana; and that it 
was the Hagana and, later, the IDF 
that broke the agreement by attack~ 
ing the Arab Legion at various sites 
earmarked for Arab sovereignty 
(Lod, Ramla, Latrun). 


SLEEP PARALYSIS 


To the Editor of The Jerusalem Post 


Sir, - I refer to David Horovitz's 
report of October 12 on research 
into the sleep disorder called sleep 
paralysis from which I have suffered 
since the age of 16. I am over 70 
now. In my case, the attacks may 
occur several times in one night -- or 
day, if I sleep during the day — or 
weeks may g0 by free of attacks. 
They last, as far as one can judge 
time in that condition, several min- 
utes during which there is a struggle 
to move while breathing remains 
shallow. These attacks have also 
been accompanied by hallucinations 
and disorientation in time, place and 
people. 

Hoping for treatment, I first ap- 


proached my British Health Insur- 
ance doctor when I was in my twen- 
ties. To my discomfort, he dealt 
with the matter jocularly; it was ab- 
vious he knew nothing about this 
disorder and his manner was a cover 
up for his ignorance. In later years 
other doctors reacted to my com- 
plaint with blank faces, so I gave up 
seeking medical help. In my case, 
therefore, it was not the fear of go- 
ing insane that discouraged me from 
seeking medical help, as indicated in 
your report, but the way the doctors 
responded when I broached the sub- 
ject with them.

’ these children are yet able to write a 


letter in Arabic or Turkish. This is 
Not astonishing because, after all, 
these languages do not count for 
promotion to a higher form; and as 
every teacher knows, pupils being 
pupils all over the world, subjects 
that do not count for promotion do 
not receive much attention. It may 
also be no accident that absenteeism 
of these foreign-language teachers 
owing to illness is extraordinarily 
high. Again, pupils all over the 
world tend to be unruly when they 
need not take the subject seriously. 

Strangely, with so much stress 
placed in Holland on the importance 
for Moroccan and Turkish children 
of knowing their own language, far 
less importance is attached to the 
need for Dutch-born children, and 
even more for their teachers. to 
know good Dutch. 

Inspectors of education in Hol- 
land have recently complained that 
many students at teachers training 
colleges, or ‘pedagogical academies* 
as they are now called, receive their 
graduation diploma with an insuffi- 
cient mark for Dutch, and are not 
even able to spell property. In their 
turn, these ‘insufficient’ teachers 
cannot be expected to teach their 
future pupils properly. Also the 
knowledge of mathematics of these 
new graduate teachers is often very

The newest development, as the 
new school year began, has been in 
Rotterdam where a Hindustani ele- 
mentary day school has been 
opened for Hindustani-speaking 
children from Surinam. In addition 
to the subjects taught in 811 Dutch 
schools, Hindu values are also con- 
veyed. The idea is that thus the 
identity of these children will be 
strengthened, so that they will be 
better able to hold their own in 
Dutch society. The initiative for this 


school came not from the education . 


ministry but from the Hindus in 
Holland. 

Now, some Moslem circles in 
Holland are considering establishing 
Islamic day schools as well. It is not 
yet certain that this idea will be im- 
plemented, as the Moroccans, 
Turks and Surinam Moslems (who 
largely originate from Pakistan), 
though all Moslems, have otherwise 
little in common. Yet the possibility 
cannot be ruled out. 

If that bappens then they, like 
Roman Catholic, Protestant and 
Jewish day schools in Holland. and 
now also the Hindu school in Rot- 
terdam, would be entitled to be fully 
maintained by the Dutch govern- 
ment, except in the teaching of 
religion.

ANTWERP (AP) - Amos Mans- 
dorf's wonder|run was brought to an

At least nine people were shot in 

week-end clashes with the IDF in 
the Gaza Suip and 11 people were 
wounded in the West Bank. Pales- 
tinian sources said the Gaza tally 
amounted to 19. 
- Residents of the West Bank set- 
tlement of Karnei Shomron stoned 
Arab cars and uprooted 30 olive 
trees at neighbouring Kafr Lakif on 
Friday after phone lines to their 
community were cut. Israeli and 
Palestinian sources reported. 

According to the reports, the set- 
uers set up a roadblock on the Nab- 
lus-Kalkilya road and stoned Arab 
cars, injuring at least one person: a 
14 year-old boy who was hospital- 
ized after being struck in the chest 
with a rock. Palestinians said troops 
imposed a curfew on Kafr Lakif, 
arrested two youths, and ordered 
residents to erase nationalist slogans 
from walls. They said the trees were 
found uprooted when the curfew 
was lifted. The IDF said it had no 
record of the incident. 

Settlers stoned homes in Kalkilya 


at midnight Thursday, in retaliation 
for stoning of their vehicles passing 
through the town, local residents re- 
ported. Kalkilya remained under 
curfew. 

According to the Army spokes- 
man’s account six people were in- 
jured on Friday —in the Gaza Strip, 
most of them in the Shati refugee 
camp. Yesterday, two people were 
hit in Khan Yunis and one in Beit 
Hanun, the spokesman said. 

Palestinian sources said six people 
were shot Friday in Dir el-Balah. 
Jabalya, Sajaiya and Shati. Thirteen 
people were injured yesterday in 
Khan Yunis, Shati, Jabalya and Beit 
Hanun those sources added. 

The Nuscirat refugee camp was 
under curfew for the seventh con- 
secutive day and the residents of 
Deir al-Balah camp and NPK, the 
smaller of two refugee camps in Ra- 
fal, were also under curfew. 

Yesterday's clashes started at 9 
am, at the Hatem a-Taie high 
school in the Khan Yunis refugee 
camp’ and soon spread to other 
schools as pupils left classes and 
stoned soldiers. The soldiers finally 
fired, injuring eight people includ- 


ing a 12-year-old Palestinian. Most 
of the injuries were said to be slight 
to moderate. the Palestinian sources 
said, 

The clashes in the Jabalva camp 
started when children taunted an in- 
fantry patrol, stoned the soldiers, 
and adults joined in the attack, The 
soldiers reportedly opened fire, in- 
juring a 14-year-old boy who was 
evacuated to the Ahli hospital. 

Elsewhere in the West Bank. 11 
Palestinians were reported wounded 
in clashes with troops over the 
weekend. The IDF has converted 
schools in several towns and villages 
into temporary barracks as part of 
its increased deployment which was 
to curB unrest in advance of next 
week's meeting of the Palestine Na- 
tional Council. 

In Ramallah yesterday, soldiers 
opened fire at rock-throwers, 
wounding two persons, including a 
passenger sitting in a bus, Palestin- 
ians said. The IDF confirmed the 
injuries. Palestinian sources report- 
ed another person wounded in Beth- 
lehem, and two in Tulkarm. where 
the local tax office and Bank Leumi 
branch were stoned.

The East Jerusatem Al-Fajr news- 
paper published Friday what it said 
is the text of the Palestinian declara- 
tion of independence to be an- 
nounced November 14 at the Pales- 
tine National Council meeting in 
Algiers. 

The declaration reportedly is tu be 
read by PNC chairman Sheikh Abdel 
Hamid a-Sayehb. Following is the text 
of the declaration, as published in 
Al-Fajr: 

1, We, the Palestinian people, rep- 
resented by the Palestine National 
Council, hereby declare the estab- 
lishment of the Palestinian state on 
the soil of Palestine, with Jerasalem 
as its capital, on the basis of the 
natural right of the Palestinian peo- 
ple to live in its homeland, and on the 
basis of United Nations Resolution 
381, issued in 1947. 

2. The Palestine Liberation Orga- 
nization is the sole legitimate repre- 
sentative of the Palestinian people, in 
accordance with the resolutions of 
the Arab and Islamic summits, and 
specifically the Fez Summit. 

3. The Palestine Liberation Orga- 
nization demands that the friendly 
Arab sister-states and the European 
nations, and primarily the two su- 

powers, work to implement the 

United Nations resolutions pertain- 
ing to the Palestinian problem, and 
to implement the Geneva Conven- 
tion. 
4. The Palestine National Council 
declares the establishment of an in- 
dependent Palestinian state, and af- 
firms that the only way to resolve the 
conflict is through implementation of 
international resolutions by conven- 
ing an effective international confer- 
ence with the participation of the 
PLO as a party with equal rights. 

On the reverse side of the one-page 
declaration is a map of the Palestin- 
ian state in the boundaries allotted it 
by the 1947 partition resolution, 4/ 
Fajr said. The PNC is slated to ap- 
prove the declaration at its meeting. 
which begins on November 12. 

Palestinian activists in the territo- 
ries sympathetic to the mainstream 
Fatah group in the PLO are said to 
be urging the PNC to adopt moder- 
ate political positions in the wake of 
the elections in Israel and the U.S. 

The pragmatists argue that resolu- 
tions calling for mutual recognition 
and cessation of violence would pre- 
sent the PLO in a moderate light in 
comparison with Israel's newly elect- 
ed right-wing government, and thus 
serve to generate international pres- 
sure on the Shamir cabinet to start 
negotiations with the PLO. 


Rebel pressure halts 


Soviet Afghan pullback 


MOSCOW (AP) - The Soviet am- 
bassador to Afghanistan said yester- 
day that U.S. and Pakistani weap- 
ons supplies to anti-government 
rebels have nearly ruined the Gene- 
va troop withdrawal agreement. 

In a statement to Afghan legisla- 
tors in Kabul, Yuli Vorontsov also 
called for a new international debate 
on Afghanistan. Vorontsov, who 
was involved in working out the So- 
viet withdrawal from Afghanistan, 
was named ambassador in Kabul 
last month. 

His remarks followed First Depu- 
ty Foreign Minister Alexander Bess- 
mertnykh’s statement on Friday that 
the Soviet Union had stopped with- 
drawing its soldiers from Afghani- 
stan because of unrelenting pressure 
from the rebels. 

Bessmertnykh, who was quoted 
by the official Soviet news agency 
Tass, also said the Soviets had sent 
new weapons to Afghanistan. Fresh 
Soviet soldiers were being rotated 
into Afghanistan with more sophisi- 
ticated weapons, Bessmertnykh 
said. But the number of weapons 
and soldiers is not increasing, and 
the Soviet soldiers are not taking 


part in attacks on the guerrillas, he 
added. 

Pakistan yesterday condemned 
the Soviet moves, saying they violat- 
ed the Geneva accords and raised 
doubts about Moscow's commit- 


ment to end the war. ay

The Geneva accords were signed
